BERLIN, Oct. 13.—Crowds of 


Fascist rioters stormed through 
downtown Berlin, smashing win- 
dows of Jewish shops and firing 
pistols into the air, simultaneously 
with. the opening of the new 
Reichstag today. The Fascists are 
anti-Semilic. 

The violence of the Fascists and 
rioting of Communists in the 
shadow of the Parliament build- 
ing, at the edge of the famous 
| Tiergarten, taxed police and threw 
the proceedings of the Reichstag 
itself into relative obscurity.’ 


On the Potsdamerplatz the riot- 
ers, who wore no uniforms and 
were identifiable only by their 
shouts of “Hail Hitler,” smashed 
the windows of the Palast Cafe as 
well as those of limousines parked 
outside it. 

The rioters numbered about 300 
and fired pistols into the air. 

Mobs of thousands clashed with 
heavy police guards in the Tier- 
garten, also. 

Hundreds of police had been 
marshaled around the Reichstag 
building as a precaution against 
disorders. These officers were 
keeping the crowds at a respect- 
ful distance, but when part of the 


‘edge of the. wooded Tiergarten, 
rioting suddenly broke lose and the 
police were enguifed in’ masses of 
struggling humanity. 

» Police Use Only Clubs. 

The rioting occurred within a 
stone’s throw of the Parliament 
building, at the edge of Berlin's 
largest and most frequented park, 
which lies adjacent to the Bran- 
denburg Gate. 

Mounted police galloped among 
the trees, swinging their clubs, and 
driving back the crowds again and 
again. 

The police did not use firearms, 


confining their activities to th» 
vigorous use of their batons. 
The police finally succeeded in 


dispersing the disturbers at the 
Tiergarten. Meanwhile the Fascists 
took advantage of the concentra- 
tion of the police around the 
Reichstag to make raids in unpro- 
tected business streets,

$30,000 in the Judge’s accounts 
and depdsits of a like amount in 


Kohler’s accounts in the period of 
Bertini’s appointment were offi- 
cially confirmed yesterday. The 
nature of what examination of 
Curry’s bank records has shown 
was kept secret. 

Because the grand jury is ex- 
pected to formulate definite 
charges within a few days in the 
Bertini case, the .Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office, it is understood, is 
more than ever unwilling to turn 
over its evidence and the grand 
jury’s minutes to Gov. Roosevelt, 

Governor Renews Demand. 

The Governor has sent a letter 
to Attorney-General Ward order- 
ing him for the second time to 
make application before Justice 
McCook for permission to disclose 
the grand jury evidence to the ex- 
ecutive and the leaders of the Sen- 
ate. Gov. Roosevelt has disclosed 
that he wants to consider the Ber- 
tini data to decide whether there is 
basis for calling a special session 
of the Senate and instituting re- 
moval proceedings against the 
Judge. 

The Goverwor’s first demand on 
Ward followed Bertini’s refusal of 
an invitation to testify voluntarily 
before the grand jury. Bertini’s 
refusal Friday to waive immunity 
after being subpenaed before the

grand jury strengthened Gov. 
Roosevelt's determination to in- 
tervene. 


Todd yesterday disclosed, in con-

More “Fixing” Organizations. 
Information about two more or- 
ganizations, like the alleged “fixing 
ring’ operating from a mid-town 
hotel, has been sent to Isidor/J. 
Kresel, special counsel in the Ap- 
pellate Division's investigation of 
Magistrates’ courts, it is learned. 
It was reported, furthermore, that 
this so-called “clearing house,” 
which already is under scrutiny by 
the special counsel, operates not 
only in Magistrates’ courts but runs 
a flourishing commission business 
in the Federal courts. This was 
ealled to the attention of the Unit- 
ed States District Attorney's office 
within the last month, it is under- 
stood, but the information received 
Was too scanty to proceed upon.

HARGING Judges and hired 
(expert appraisers with “waste 

and corruption” in con- 
demnation proceedings, the re- 
port of the City Affairs Com- 
mittee estimates that the city 
squanders $33,000,000 yearly in 
excess of the market value of 
acquired land. 

The report is the result of a 
survey by the research staff of 
the committee of all condemna- 
tions of school sites authorized 
by the Board of Bstimate dur- 
ing 1925 to 1927, inclusive, in 
Manhattan and Queens.

One Justice, the committee

property to land owners in 
Brooklyn and Queens.”

Plans for Filing Suit. 
The request to test the law un- 
der which the dam at Black Can- 
yon is to be built was filed by K. 
Berry Peterson, Attorney-General 
of Arizona. The suit is’ expected 
to be filed against Secretary Wil- 
bur and the States on the Colorado 
River interested in the project, Pe- 
terson handed to the court a priht- 
ed statement on details of the con- 
troversy.

The study was issued by the

Blame was attached to the effort 
| of Centralia business men to oust 
the I. W. W.’s, which led to the 
clash, to leaders of the American 
Legion for allowing Legionnaires to 
become involved, “probably by de- 
sign,”’ and to the Judge, whose im- 
position of long sentences was said 
to “thwart” the attempts of the 
jurors at “rough justice.”

SKILLED IN DUEL 


Western Military Academy 
Learns of Death of Jacob 
Martinez, Mexican, in

Jacob Martinez, a Mexican, ‘for- 
mer Western Military Academy 
athlete and boxer, was killed on 
Sept. 13 in a duel with a Mexican 


Victoria, Mexico. 
Word of the fate of young Mar- 


tinez, who was graduated from the 
acad.my at Alton in 1927, wag re- 
ceived by Col, Ralph Jackson, com- 
mandant, in a letter from his 
brother, Manuel Martinez. 

The quarrel began, according to 
the Ietter, when Ernesto Martinez, 
another brother, drove up to a gate 
on the Martinez estate and stopped 
to wait until the gate was opened. 
The chauffeur alighted from the 
machine and while standing near- 
by, became engaged in a dispute 
with a policeman. 

He was slugged by the police- 
man. Jacob, according to the 
brother’s account, had in the mean- 
time come to the gate. He inter- 
vened as a police official of the 
State of Tamaulipas came on the 
scene. ~ 

The official struck Jacob with 
his fist, according to the brother, 
then drew his pistol and placed 
him under arrest. The following 
morning Jacob was fined for his 
part in the disturbance and on 
leaving court promptly challenged 
the police official to have it out 
with their fists. 

The account of subsequent events 
by the brother is substantially as 
follows: 

The police official demurred to 
the challenge, saying he had a sore 
arm and could not use it. Mar- 
tinez offered to allow one of his 
hands to be tied, but the police of- 
ficial suggested a duel with pis- 
tols. 

His offer was accepted and they 
met the following day. It was 
agreed they would stand a few 
feet from each other, step away 
three paces and open fire. 

Against the .45-caliber weapon 
of the police official, young Mar- 


tinez elected to use a .22-calfber 
pistol. Martinez fired the first 
shot. The police official fell to 


the ground as though wounded,

fired a single shot. 

The Reavy bullet ranged upward 
through Martinez’ leg into the ab- 
domen. He died of peritonitis 
three days later in a hospital in 
Tampico. Manuel Martinez quoted 
their father, Jacobo, as saying: 

“I was overwhelmed with grief at 
my son's untimely death, but I 
sheuld rather see him dead than 
humiliated.”’ 

As a student at Alton, Martinez 
was boxing champion of the Inter- 
scholastic League, a halfback on 
the football team, a forward on the 
basketball team, and a middle dis- 
tance runner on the track squad. 

After his graduation in 1927 he 
spent a year at Purdue University 
and a year at the Colorado School 
of Mines. Returning to Mexico he 
became an assistant to his father, 
a wealthy land owner.

Increased Number Meeting 
Requirements in U. S.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 13.— 
Hospitals have advanced in 12 
years from a stage where only 89 
in the United States and Canada 
met standards of the American 
College of Surgeons to a point 
where nearly three-fourths of all 
in the two nations are approved 
the organization was told ies, 

Its director-general, Dr. Frank- 
lin H. Martin, announced at the 
opening session of its annual Hos- 
pital Standardization Conference 
that the approved list now includes 
2063 hospitals with 388,279 beds, 
caring for approximately 9,000,000 
patients a year. 

For the last 13 years the organi- 
zation has carried on continuous 
inspection of hospitals of 25-bed 
capacity or mere for treatment of 
acute conditions, Its requirements 
cover all phases of hospital work. 
Physicians, for example, must be 
reputable graduates of recognized 
medical schools, records must be 
meticulous, treatment must be con- 
sidered in staff meetings, and 
equipment must be provided for 
X-ray and laboratory examination, 
Dr. Martin reported that stand- 
ards are met how by 93 per cent of 
all hospitals of 100 beds or more, 
and 79.3 per cent of all of 50 beds 
or more. Deaths have been re- 
duced, he said, to four among 100 
hosiptal patients, less than half 
the mortality 13 years ago. Pa- 


+ tients recover in an average of 10 


to 12 days as compared to 25 a 
decade ago. Hospital improve- 
ment, he said, had contributed to 
a decrease in post-operative deaths 
and improved treatment of frac- 
tures, cancer, goiter, metabolism 
disorders and other diseases.

This Is Annual Increase Shown 
by Federal Reserve 
Members. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Assur- 
ance is given by the Federal Re- 
serve Board that ample credit fa- 
cilities are available for orderly 
movement of agricultural crops to 
market. 

In its monthly -eview of business 
and financial conditions the board 
said credit for this purpose was as- 
sured through “the exceptionally 
strong position of commercial 
banks and of the reserve banks, the 
prevailing ease in credit conditions, 
the low level of money rates and 
the attitude of the Federal Reserve 
system. 

The board said that for the year 
ending in September there had 
been an increase of $1,125,000,000 
in deposits shown by the reporting 
member banks. Of this amount 
there was an increase of $470,000,- 
000 in net demand deposits and an 
increase of $655,000,000 in time 
deposits. 

This growth, the board said, was 
nearly twice the increase in loans 
and investments which had ad- 
vanced $615,000,000 in the year. 
New York City banks showed an 
increase of $444,000,000 in demand 
deposits and an increase of $175,- 
000,000 in time deposits, while out- 
side New York City the increase in 
net demand deposits was $26,000,- 
000 and $480,000,000 in time de- 
posits. 

“The more rapid growth of de- 
posits than of loan and investments 
during the year, which is usual 
during a period of business reces- 
sion, reflected in part an inflow in- 
to the banks of gold from abroad 
and of currency from circulation,” 
the review said. 

“The country’s stock of mone- 
tary gold increased during the year 
by about $130,000,000 and the out- 
standing volume of money in cir- 
culation was diminished by $300,- 
000,000, owing to decreased demand 
caused by reduced payrolls, a 
smaller volume of retail trade and 
a lower level of commodity 
prices.”’ 

The board said conditions in the 
money market remained easy in 
September and that, although the 
usual seasonal change at this time 
was upward, there was little change 
in the demand for reserve bank 
credit.

Heartened, however, by the knowl- 
edge that his mother ha@not wil- 
fully deserted him, he “took new 
courage and started life anew for 
my wife and children.” 

Col. Carroll recalled that after a 
few days in the hotel where his 
mother had placed him, he was 
“put out in the streets’’ and fell 
into the company of a newspaper 
boy and bootblack, named George 
Kirk. From June, 1863, until the 
following spring, Johnny Carroll 
shared a dry goods box with his 
friend in Baker Alley. He hung 
up his stocking on Christmas eve, 
but the next morning it was still 
empty and his feet were frozen. 

Tells Story to Gentleman. 

“One day in the®early spring,” 
said Col. Carroll, “I was tying up 
my feet so that I might go out and 
sell papers and black boots when 
a gentleman stopped me and asked 
what my trouble was. I told him 


ruary, 1868.’’ 
He was “bound out” to Hadley. 
If he remained there till he was 


but soon returned to the Hadley 
home and was forgiven. 

There were no books in the 
House except Pilgrim’s Progress 
and the Bible. He read these and 
some others that he borrowed. His 
hard-won learning enabled him to 
get a certificate to teach a country 
school. While he was teaching in 
Morgan County, Indiana, he made 
the acquaintance of a firm of 
lawyers, who lent him law books 
and examined him on the results 
of his reading.

Their Only Argument.

Weakness of Our Form of Government. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N theorizing on the underlying causes 

of the frequent revolutions in Central 
and South America, no one, apparently, 
has pointed to their form of government 
as the real offender. Yet it is here that 
we may find the source of their insta- 
bijity. All those nations were ill-advised 
enough to model their constitutions after 
our own and in doing so they fell heir to 
the chaotic conditions we experience 
here at home. If they had taken the 
cabinet system of Europe, of the British 
commonwealths, of Japan, as their 
model, they might have sailed for the 
most part in calm seas exempt from 
tropical hurricanes. 

The fatal weakness of the American 
form of government is the lack of legis- 
lative responsibility. There is no Prime 
Minister and Cabinet exercising a direct 
mandate from the people and dependent 
at all times on the support of a ma- 
jority. Instead, there is a President with 
an almost limitless field of executive 
authority whieh constantly verges to- 
ward a dictatorship. The temptation for 
the President to usurp power at the ex- 
pense of the Legislature is well nigh 
irresistible. Occasionally we see set forth 
by some delver into our system an amaz- 
ing list of acts that are within the pow- 
er of the President under the Constitu- 
tion. 

That our ship of state has avoided the 
rocks of revolution is due to the political 
discipline of a nation whose traditions 
run ba to the Great Charter and not 
to any Safeguards inherent in the Con- 
stitution. 

The only efficient form of democratic 
governmént is the cabinet system.

A FEW days ago you published a let- 

ter from a correspondent in which 
he criticised President Butler of Colum- 
bia University for his statement that 
there was less and less drinking of in- 
toxicants in this country up to the time 
of prohibition. Your correspondent quotes 
revenue figures from the New York World 
Almanac to show there was a large in- 
crease in 1915, 1916 and 1917 in the 
amount of liquor sold over previous 
years. Like all dry arguments his state- 
ments Were Only half true. During -the 
years mentioned I was connected with 
the Wholesale Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, Cincinnati, and through that city 
alone thousands and thousands of bar- 
rels Of bonded whisky and other liquors 
were shipped from warehouses in Ken- 
tucky and Ohio to the Allies, particular- 
ly to England, for the armies, army hos- 
pitals, etc. Other places also sdld their 
thousands of barrels of liquor to the 
same purchasers. These were all counted 
in U. S. revenue receipts but were not 
consumed in America. 

But the best proof that Dr. Butler's 
statement is true is the fact that the H- 
cense bureaus of every large city in the 
United States will show that each year 
up to prohibition fewer and fewer li- 
censes to operate saloons were taken out. 
New York and Chicago were losing’® 100 
or more saloons every year until prohi- 
bition. Now each of those cities has 
twice as many unlicensed  galoons 
(speakeasies) than it ever had legal- 
ized saloons.

industry might be revived. Senator Tasker L. Oddie, 
for one, has urged a reduction in the size of the 
silver dollar as a means of restoring its popularity. 
But it scarcely seems likely that the American people 
will surrender the convenience and economy of paper 
money and take to lugging quantities of metal about, 
even though it would give employment to thousands 
of minérs. Now Senator Key Pittman of Nevada 
urges joint action by Great Britain, France, Japan 
and the United States to lend several hundred mil- 
lion ounces of silver to the Chinese National Govern- 
ment for monetary use. Such a loan, he says, “would 
increase our commerce with China tenfold, would 
consume almost immediately our entire surplus of 
wheat and would greatly reduce our surplus of lum- 
ber, automobiles and other manufactures.” In ad- 
dition, he predicted, it would raise the price of sily- 
er from 35 to 60 cents an ounce, as at present, to 
betweeh $1 and $1.29. “a 
There are, however, many serious obstacles in the 
way of making further loans to China at the pres 
ent time. Although the* Pittman proposal is 
for a loan “for peaceful purposes,” it must be rec- 
ognized that the Nationalist Government is far 
from stable. It seems likely that a large part 
of the proceeds would go toward financing domestic 
warfare and meeting deficits in the national budget. 
China already has nearly $500,000,000 of debt in 
default, about a third of which represents ar- 
rears of interest. For the loans on which service 
is being met the customs revenue are pledged up 
to the hilt. A further loan, if it required prjority 
in interest payments, would certainly excite the bit- 
ter apposition of existing creditors. A large addi- 
tional loan could scarcely be made today unless it 
were a part of a general plan for refunding the 
Chinese debt that would make some adjustment for 
loans in default. 
Nor would the plan permanently increase the price 
of silver. Immediate purchase of the metal, to be 
sure, would raise its price. If the silver is to be used 
to pay for American products it would remain in 
America. As it was given out in payment for ex- 
ports it would enter the market and silver prices 
would fall again. Even if the metal actually were 
transported to China it would be sent back again in 
payment for the goods which it purchased. The Chi- 
nese could not pay for the wheat, lumber and auto 
mobiles which they would buy from America and, at 
the same time, keep the silver there. Inevitably it 
would return to our market. Inevitably its return 
would depress its price. The plan holds scant prom- 
ise of relief, either for the Clrinese or for the silver 
industry. 
It seems probable that the market for silver is to 
be extended through increasing its industrial rather 
than ita monetary uses. Silver resists corrosion and 
can be further employed as a minor alloying element 
in brass, bronze and aluminum base alloys. Its con- 
sumption might be. extended, also, by reducing the 
price of household silverware to a figure which more 
closely corresponds to the value of the silver as a 
metal. Silverware, according to the Business Week, 
now retails for as much as 10 times its cost. A large 
and dependable market might be created by drastical- 
ly reducing the prices of household ware. Such a 
solution holds far more hope for the industry than 
the rather, desperate remedies which have so far 
been advanced.

THE ARCHITECTS INDORSE EXCESS CONDEMNATION. 
Proposition No. 6, the excess condemnation amend- 
ment,-has been indorsed by the St. Louis Chapter, 
American Institute of Architects. This amendment 
is to enable cities to acquire property immediately 
adjoining that condemned for public improvements, 
and to dispose of it later to private purchasers. The 
criticism has been made of excess condemnation that 
it puts cities in the real estate business. On the 
other hand, it safeguards public investments by giv- 
ing municipalities power to control the neighbor- 
hood of new public projects, and, among other things, 
to insure architectural harmony. Since the increase 
in contiguous property values that usually follows 
public improvements is directly a result of them, it 
is felt that the public, which pays for the improve- 
ments, should share in their fruits. 

Excess condemnation would be a boon in St. Louis. 
For one thing, it would greafly advance the river 
front improvement plans which have been lying fal- 
low for lack of funds. It is estimated improvement 
of the central river front would cost altogether $50,- 
000,000. If Proposition No. 6 is passed the cost to 
the public willbe reduced some $20,000,000. Similar 
Savings in other projects would be made possible 
by’ the success of Proposition No. 6 next month. 

In indorsing it the St. Louis architects have lent 
their weight to a progressive and badly needed 
measure.

SAVE THE MAIL FOR LAMBERT FIELD. 

A movement is on foot to transfer air mail activi- 
ties from Lambert Field, municipal airport on which 
the taxpayers are. spending $2,000,000, to Curtiss- 
Steinberg Field, a privately owned and operated 
port across the river. Powerful influences are re 
ported at work in Washington to induce the Post- 
office Department to make the transfer, and, while 
the Department has announced publicly that no ac 
tion has yet been taken, it made no guarantee that 
the transfer would not be made in the future. 
There is only one argument of any importance on 
‘behalf of Curtiss-Steinberg Field, namely, the saving 
in time that would result. Estimates of this saving 
range from 20 minutes, which is Postmaster Miche- 
ner’s estimate, to 50 minutes. Mr. Michener, how- 
ever, does not favor the transfer, believing that the 
time saved would not offset other advantages pos- 
sessed by Lambert Field. Moreover, it is pointed out 
that the claimed time-saving would vanish altogether 
at those times when the Municipal ‘Bridge is con- 
gested. 
Curtiss-Steinberg Field is a well-equipped port, but 
Lambert Pield is superior. The latter possesses a 
branch postoffice, a weather station and a more 
complete system of runways. There will soon be 
put in operation the new radio beacon to guide 
flyers at night amd in stormy weather, which will 
greatly lessen the hazard of air mail flying. And 
while a controversy of this kind should be settled

“Much modern crime of the 
spectacular sort is organized and 
conducted by fearless men using 
modern methods and acting on the 
principles of audacity and sur- 
prise. 

“Nowhere do the police forces 
appear to have developed methods 
of defense equal in intelligence and 
method to fhose of the aggressors. 
Nowhere apparently—not even in 
Chicago—has an enlightened and 
imperative public sentiment de- 
manded that the police forces be 
reorganized, given adequate appro- 
priations and held strictly account- 
able ‘for the protection of public 
order. 

“Much modern crime is simply 
warfare on society. Like the suc- 
cessful conduct of other kinds of 
war, the interests attacked must be 
organized and equipped to take the 
offensive against the enemy and to 
defeat the attacking forces by em- 
ploying more efficient methods 
than the latter possess.” 

He condemned as disastrous in 
effect the example of disregard of 
any law by the educated, well-to- 
do, part of a community. He said 
that men lose respect for any par- 
ticular law when they.see others 
epenly flouted by men occupying

"His Version of Work Decision. 
#Kelley’s version of the Work de- 
cfSion forms one of the most 
fascinating chapters of his narra-

steader, Years ecrlier it had been 
igcated for oil by an unnamed 
prospector, who later sold his in- 
terest in the claim to a speculator 
nimed J. B. Freeman. Various 
efforts by Freeman to perfect his 
title failed, on the ground that 
hé had not made a legal discovery 
of oil. He had not even drilled 
the land. He had merely observed 
oftcroppings of oil on the surface 
agd this, under the rulings and 
peecedents of the department, and 
umder court decisions, did not con- 
stitute a legal discovery. 
Fortunately for Freeman, who 
was not a man of large means, a 
noimber of great oil companies had 
bought up claims which stood on 
all fours with Freeman’s claim. 
lf he could obtain a decision 
validating his claim, it would 
serve as a precedent under which 
they could obtain title to some 
490,000 acres. Hence, according 
iQ Kelley, they came to. his assis- 
tance with a battery of high-priced 


lawyers, geologists and expert tes 
timony. , ‘ 

A hearing wae held before the 
Register of the General Tand Of- 
fice and extended testimony taken. 
The verdict was against Freeman, 
He appealed to the Secretary of 
the Interior and, after reviewing 
the case, the department solicitor 
rendered a second decision against 
Freeman. This bore Finney’s sig- 
nature, although®he declared later 
thatthe had not read it. Freeman 
applied for a rehearing and was 
denied. Three times he @ad lost. 
Kelley continues: 

“But Freeman was not the only 
one who had speculated in paper 
claims.

Freeman had cited no ground for 
a new trial such as would ordi- 
narilvy be recognized by a Court. 
He did not allege surprise or any- 
thing é¢lse ordinarily required to 
obtain a new trial. But behind 
him stood a swarm of lawyers rep- 
resenting large oil companies, and 
Colorado's Senators and other po- 
tent political power.” 
Kelley presents a graphic pic- 
ture of the hearing which was held 
in Secretary Work’'s office in De- 
cember, 1926. 
“Twenty billion dollars worth of 
oil was the stake,” he declares. ‘‘To 
win, this stake the powerful oil 
companies had to contrive a the- 
ory which would relieve them o¢ 
the necessity of proving they had 
discovered oil on the claims they 
held. The theory they offered was 
simple. If the Secretary could be 
persuaded that the oil lands they 
sought were saturated with oil 
from top to bottom, the claimants 
would not be required to show 
anything except that traces of oil 
had been seen on the surface of the 
ground. The oil, in effect, would 
have discovered itself—nature 
would have complied with the min- 
ing laws in their behalf!’’

It was 
my duty, as chief, to acquaint the 
Secretary 6f the Interior with the 
truth. Therefore the machinery of 
my office was at once set in mo- 
tion to assemble the data for Dr. 
Work.” 

He relates how two experienced 
engineers cut a vertical channel 
several hundred feet long for the 
purpose of taking samples from a 
cross section of the formation 
which the oil companies had con- 
tended was “saturated with oil.” 

“The samples proved conclusive- 
ly that instead. of the formation 
containing’ oil in every inch, there 
were many beds, some of them 
nearly 100 feet thick, which were 
as barren of oil as a snowdrift,” 
Kelley relates. “The theory of the 
oil lawyers was completely explod- 
ed.”’

Mr. Keyser Broadcasts. 


S to whether the public fikes 

it, here is what Lee Keyser, 
president of the Des Moines base- 
ball club and originator of the 
night baseball idea has to Say. 
Keyser told this writer: 

“Night baseball has been a 
success, although not an unqual- 
ified one. We at Des Moines are 
satisfied. The great attendances 
of early days were not main- 
tained at the peak; but for the 
season our gate was more than 
twice what it had been under 
daylight conditions.” . 

Keyser was asked if the im- 
provement warranted the state- 
ment that his club could exist on 
the profits from attendance 
ALONE, without other profits 
from the sale of players. 

“IT can’t go that far, but we 
came mighty close to it, this 
year. Our home attendance was 
better than 65,000 and before 
night baseball it was far below 
that,” Keyser said. ’ 

“Much of the complaint is due 
to the fact that there are some 
minor league promoters unwill- 
ing to pay the price of a real 
lighting plant. The insufficient 
lighting discourages both play- 
ers and public. I am convinced 
that with adequate lighting night 
baseball is here to stay, in the 
minor leagues. There its a

Everybody laughed long and 
loudly when recently the young 
cockerel flapped its wings bel- 
ligerently amd announced that it 
would suspegd all boxers who 
displayed their wares in states 
not affiliated with the N. B. A., 
Commanding the sun to stand 
still brings about the same re- 
sult—nothing. 
The N. B. A., in fact. 1s still 
something of a joke. But not 


altogether. No more than five 
years ago the boxing world 


scarcely knew its name. Nobody 
paid any attention to it. It lacked 
co-operation and had no author- 
ity whatever. No great state 
was affiliated with it. 

Today its doings get space in 
all newspapers. It has the great 
State of Illinois and 29 other 
commonwealths on its roster, Its 
rulings are at least party ob- 
served by its members and best 
of all it is growing in authority 
and experience in spits of its 
mistakes. 

If New York, California, Mas- 
sachusetts and Pennsylvania 
would surrender their aloofness 
and snobbery and enter this or- 
ganization, a standardization of 
boxing conditions would result 
that would restore and clean the 
game from top to bottom. It 
would also make it possible for 
boxing promoters to live instead 
- Of merely conducting a business 
in the interest of fighters and 
their managers. 

The Landis would then be the 
president of the National Box- 
ing Association. 

And why not elect the same

Against all these different forms of 
defense the offensive players have 
different assignments, which means 
that on every one of those 25 plays 
which a team has, the players have 
to learn as many different ways 
of playing those plays as there are 
different types of defense which 
may be met. 


I once heard Coach Rockne of 
Notre Dame say that his teams 
had played against 12 different 
systems of defense to the Notre 
Dame _ shift. What does that 
mean? Well, it simply means that 
every play Rockne gives his team 
has to be played 12 different ways. 
Some players may have about the 
same caszsignments against nearly 
all of these different defensive for- 
mations but some of the players 
will have to play’ differently 
against each one of those 12 types 
of defense. That is not all. There 
are some plays which will go well 
against one type of defense which 
will be ineffective against another 
type, and the field general has to 
be taught the plays to use against 
each type of defense. If ends are 
coming in fast and sharp the fake 
plays are likely to be spoiled be- 
cause there is a certain amount of 
delay required in executing such 
plays. Therefore, against fast 
charging ends either provision has 
to be made to block them or fakes 
must be abandoned. If ends are 
charging in fast and sharply then 
wide plays go well and lateral 
passes, while against the cautious 
style of end play such plays are 
not feasible.

It can easily be seen then that 
this game of football is a much 
game than the 
casual observer realizes, and it al- 
so can be seen why it ig that the 
plays and forward passes which 
the coach teaches his team can 
easily be made of no avail unless 
the field general knows his busi- 
ness and selects from those plays 
and passes the ones which are 
planned to be effective against the 
type of defense the opponents are 
using. 

Too many field generals call the 
plays thoughtlessly and think that 
because they have a large number 
of plays at their disposal they 
must use them all or as many as 
they can, little realizing that if two 
or three plays are getting the de- 
sired results those are all that are 
necessary to be used. 

I once saw Yale defeat her 
greatest rival on just one play. 
Frank Hinkey, probably as brainy 
a football player as ever played the 
game, directed the Yale attack that 
day and when Yale secured the 
ball on about the opponent's 40- 
yard line and near the side line he 
sent the Yale fullback crashing 
straight ahead into the opponent's 
line. The play gained and it was 
tried again. It gained the second 
and the third time, and as long as 
it’ was gaining, Yale continued to 
use the same play. A less heady 
player than Hinkey might have 
switched to some other play once 
in a while just as the opponents 
figuged he would, but not so Hin- 
key—as long as that one play was 
gaining ground why use anything 
else? The ball was carried stead- 
ily down the field and over the op- 
ponent’s goal line on that one play 
and that one touchdown won the 
game for Yale.

FAVORED TO WIN 
FOOTBALL TITLE 

IN THE BIG SIX 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. 13.—Two 
outstanding upsets and a brilliant, 
powerful exhibition.of football by 


the University of Kansas; which 
featured the three encounters of 
Big Six teams Friday and Satur- 
day, today had transformed what 
last week appeared to be a dull, 
uninteresting early season confer- 
ence schedule into a mad jumble 
of hopes, doubts and possibilities. 

Only one conference member, 
Coach Bill Hargiss’ powerful Uni- 
versity of Kansas eleven, justified 
dopesters in coming through with 
a 33 to 7 victory over the Haskell 
Indians Friday night, counting its 
33-point total afterthe Indians had 
scored first. 

Dope Is Upset. 

Oklahoma, Nebraska and Mis- 
souri, however, sent tradition, dope 
and experts’ forecasts into the dis- 
card in a hectic manner. Most un- 
expected of all came the victory of 
Ad Lindsey’s Sooners over the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska by a 20 to 7 
score, a happening which seems to 
place the Oklahomans in the place 
of the Huskers, who previously had 
been rated to succeed themselves 
on the Big Six throne. 

It wa® the first Oklahoma vic- 
tory over Nebraska in the last six 
years, and was particularly impres- 
sive in view of the fact that it was 
not an encounter won by breaks of 
the game. Coach Lirndsey’s men 
not only won the game, but at the 
same time outplayed and outgained 
the Cornhuskers in every possible 
angle of the game, with the one 
exception of punting. 

Coach Gwinn Henry’s Missotri- 
ans seem to have relegated them- 
selves more or less to the confer- 
ence scrapheap, although it will 
not be until Nov. 1 that they meet 
their first Big Six opponent, the 
Kansas Aggies, at Manhattan. The 
Tigers so far this year have been 
scored on for 29 points and have 
as yet failed to cross an opponent’s 
goal, losing Saturday, 20 to 0, to 
the St. Louis University Billikens. 

The loss to the Billikens, who 
this fall have one of their most 
powerful teams in recent years, 
wouid not have been a particularly 
discouraging event had it shown an 
improvement in the scoring “punch 


of the green and inexperienced 
Missouri eleven. but the Tiger 
vanquishment Saturday did any- 


thing but impress Missouri follow- 
ers with the possibilities of Henry's 
1930 eleven.

First Big Test.

Ne- 
braska, in meeting Iowa State at 
Ames, should fare better than it 
did at Norman Saturday, but it can 
by no méans be rated as an over- 
whelming choice in view of the 
impressive showing which the Cy- 
clones made against Bob Zuppke’s 
Illint two weeks ago. 

Missouri, it appears, will get lit- 
tle more than a train ride out of 
their trip to Gotham f r an engage- 
ment with the Violets.

ence of our old _ Italian friend, 
“aglio” (garlic) that makes the 
product so pleasing. Such subtlety 
in cookery, especially with garlic, 
is an art. 

The next time you are biénding 
a French dressing, slip a tiny clove 
of garlic into the bottle. Store it 
away in a cool, dry place and sense 
the new individuality that it has 
developed when it is served on 
crisp lettuce, peppery watercress or 
long slim slices of cucumber. 

Garlic’s weaker sister, the onion, 
should also be used with discre- 
tion. In fact, in some families, it 
must never even be mentioned. But 
to those who have delighted in thin 
slices of bread lightly spread with 
caviar, minced onion and chopped 
hard-boiled egg, the onion is a 
strong ally in the effort to raise 
common cookery to an_ esthetic 
art. 

A gray-haired chef from Alsace- 
Lorraine used to prepare a dish 
of sauerkraut which indeed was a 
“symphony of seasonings.’”’ He had 
no set recipe; rather, the dish was 
a product of his imagination. He 
would bring from a deep, cool cel- 
lar a small wooden digh of kraut. 
Into this he put minute shavings 
of garlic and onion. Then he slow- 
ly poured on olive oi] and vinegar; 
put in a dash of salt and pepper; 
turned it and tossed it a bit—and 
it was finished. 

A modern version of this dish is 
this recipe for a health salad, 

Health Salad. 

Ingredients needed are six 
canned pears, one cup diced cel- 
one cup sauerkraut, one- 


Rub a salad bowl with garlic 
and put into it the pears, celery 
and kraut which have been cut 
into small pieces. Mix with Rus- 
sion Dressing and add the bran. 
Serve on lettuce. Garnish with two 
strips of pimento crossed, and small 
rosettes of cheese. All ingredients 
should be thoroughly chilled. 


BUTTERED BAKED SQUASH 


A Winter Vegetable Which Re- 
quires Careful Preparation. 


Any variety of squash may be 
used for this, especially the striped 
green and white kind as the 
“meat” is firmer and holds its 


shape better. 

Peel the squash, allowing a small 
one for four servings. Cut in 
squares about two inches long and 
a scant half inch thick. Place 
these in a rather shallow buttered 
baking pan. Place a little piece of 
butter—about one-fourth teaspoon- 
ful—on each square, sprinkle light- 
ly with salt and pepper and add 
milk to cover the bottom of the 
pan. Cover the pan and make in 
a moderate oven for 40 minutes, or 
until tender. 

If the milk cooks away and the 
squash shows signs of sticking to 
the pan, add a little more, but 
there should be very little left by 
the time the squash is done. Serve 
hot.

'A GROUP OF DAINTY, 
DELICATE DESSERTS 


Flavorsome Sweets That Will 
Make the Plainest Meal 
Long Remembered. 


Even the simplest dessert sup- 
plies just that finishing touch to a 
meal that makes it satisfying and 
complete. To be sure it is often 
somewhat of a trial to think up an 
“ending” that is easy to make, not 
too expensive, and different from 
the ones served yesterday and the 
day before, or even last week. 


Faced with the problem of plan- 
ning meat, vegetables and salad 
365 days in the year, the question 
of dessert too often resolves itself 
into half a dozen dishes that have 
proved themselves favorites. They 
may be all right, but most families 
get tired making them over and 
over. In most households, “yummy” 
desserts are always asked for— 
apparently anything creamy, or 
richly juicy, or frozen is “yummy.” 
The following recipes seem to 
answer this appeal. They are 
adapted to this time of year, ard 
'not one of them is difficult to put 
| together. 


Cream Ambrosia. 

Cream ambrosia is a luscious 
mixture that is improved if allowed 
to stand in the icebox for at least 
an hour before serving. Drain one 
cup of canned, crushed pineapple 
and mix with one small orange 
that has been peeled and diced: 
six large marshmallows cut in 
quarters and six Maraschino cher- 
ries, cut fine. Whip one cup heavy 
cream until thick enough to hold 
its shape and fold the fruit mixture 
into it. Pour the pineapple juice 
over six slices of sponge cake, heap 
the cream mixture on top and, if 
possible, chill before serving. 

Rice Cream. 

Rice cream is equally good. Drain 
|@ Can of large peach halves. To 
| the juice add enough water to 
make one and one-half cupsful, 
one tablespoon lemon juice 
two tablespoons sugar. 
boiling point, add four 


and the juice all ab- 
sorbed. Cool and when cold fold 
in one-half cup cream whipped 
stiff. Arrange each half of peach, 
cut side up, on a round of sponge 
or angel cake. Fill the center 
with a heaped up mound of the 
rice cream. 
Apricot Souffle. 

Rub stewed apricots through a 
coarse strainer to make one cup- 
ful of the pulp. 
spoons buiter, add six tablespoons 
flour and stir until] well blended. 
Then stir in one cup of milk and 
four tablespoons sugar. Continue 
stirring until the mixture is very 
thick and smooth. Remove from 
the fire and add the apricot pulp 
and the well-beaten yolks of three 
eggs. Fold in the stiffly beaten 
egg whites and pour the souffle into 
a shallow baking dish that has 
been buttered and sprinkled with 
Sugar. Bake in a moderate oven 
for 40 minutes, or until well 
puffed, firm to the touch. and deli- 
Cately browned. Serve at once. 


serving, turn the oven heat very 
low and leave the pudding in the 
oven with the door closed. It is 
best to try to time the cooking so 
| that it may be served as soon as 
done. Generally this is possible by 
putting it in the oven just before 
serving dinner. 
the souffle from the apricot juice 
slighily thickened with cornstarch 
and whipped with the white of an 
egg. 
Fruited Tapioca. 

Melt one cupful of currant jelly 
in one cupful of boiling water, add 
a thin slice of lemon, two table- 
spoons sugar and one-third cup 
tapioca. Cook in a double boiler 
for 20 minutes or until thickened 
and transparent. Remove from the 
fire and stir in one-half cup finely 
cut dried figs, one tablespoon of 
chopped candied ginger, one-half 
cup white grapex, cut in half and 
seeded, and the pulp of one smal! 
orange. Chill and serve with 
whipped cream. 


Use for Leftover Pastry. 

Gather up the trimmings from 
left-over pastry and roll to a thick- 
ness of one-quarter of an inch. 
Sprinkle one half with finely 
grated cheese, salt and a little 
paprika. Fold, press edges together 
and roll as before. Repeat this 
process two or three times, de- 
pending on the amount of cheese 
you wish to use, Then roll out thin, 
cut in strips five or six inches long 
and one-fourth inch in width. 
Place in a shallow pan and bake in 
a hot oven. 


Unique Beet Cutouts. 

Just as carrots and cabbage may 

lend themselves to be made into 
flower pots and bushel baskets for 
the amusement of the children. so 
beets may be made into heart de- 
signs and flower petals. 
They also make a’ good funny- 
face salad. For this salad, hollow 
out the whole beet. Cut the fea- 
tutes of the face on the outside 
surface. Fill the beet with a salad 
of green vegetables. 


Blushing Apples. 

Pare and core apples. Boil in 
Sugar syrup to which has been 
added a drop of red color, and the 
juice of half a lemor. Boil until 
tender, testing with a fork. Re- 
move apples from the syrup and 
boil down the syrup until thick,

ANGEL FOOD CAKE 
A FAVORITE CARE 


Easily Made if Care Is Observed 
in Mixing and in Baking 
the Sweet. 


There are few cakes that have 
as much lure for the home cook 
as angel cake. The woman is hard 
to find who has not, at some time, 
expressed the wish to make “a 
good angel cake,” or who does not 
show a reasonable pride if she has 
accomplished the art. 

Yet this is not a difficult cake to 
make—the ingredients are simple. 
Success, however, lies in mixing 
and baking, for this type of cake 
is very delicate in texture and de- 
pends largely for lightness on the 
proper expansion of the air that 
has been incorporated in the stiff- 
ly beaten egg whites. 

Angel food cake seems especially 
well suited to combinations with 
fruits or the frozen fruit desserts 
that are used so largely this time 
of year. . 

Egg whites, sugar and flour are 
the main ingredients needed for a 
cake of this kind. Eggs are rela- 
| tively cheap just now, which fact 
makes it a good time to experi- 
ment if you wish. A small cake 
uses five eggs while yolks may be 
utilized in a gold cake or for baked 

custard or frozen pudding. 

| There are a few precautions. The 
| oven must be slow in the begin- 
ning and the heat very gradually 
increased. The use of the auto- 
matic heat control on ovens makes 
careful baking a much simpler 
j task than it used to be. If the 
oven is not equipped with such a 
device, light the oven when the 
cake is put in, leaving burners 
| turned down so the flame is a little 
'less than half full. If there is a 
‘heat regulator adjust it to 250 de- 
| grees for the first 20 minutes, then 
increase it to 325 for the balance 
of the making. 

| Angel cake is best baked in a 
‘pan that has a tube through the 
|; center. Cake flour, fresh eggs and 


Angel Food Cake. 

Ten egg whites, one cup fine 
granulated sugar, one cup cake 
| flour, one teaspoon cream of tar- 
| tar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
‘fourth to one teaspoon flavoring 
extract, depending on the kind 
, used. Almond extract in the small- 
er quantity and vanilla or lemon 
(‘in the larger quantity.

,; Same way, folding the mixture 
, over and over until well blended. 
_Do not stir or beat. 

Pour the batter into an un- 


| greased angel cake pan and bake 
| for 50 or 60 minutes in a slow oven 
| at first, gradually increasing the 
heat to 325 degrees at the end of 
20 to 30 minutes.

Marble cake is one of the old- 

| fashioned cakes that has not been 

overlooked by modern home cooks. 

This cake is made in two parts 
with a white and a dark batter. 

For the white batter, use three 
tablespoons butter, one-half cup 
Sugar, One cup flour, one-half tea- 
spoon lemon extract, one-half cup 
milk, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-fourth teaspoon salt and 
white of one egg. 

Cream shortening: add sugar 
slowly; add flavoring and milk. 
Beat well and add flour which has 
been sifted with baking powder 
and salt. Mix in beaten white of 
egz. 

For the dark part use three ta- 
blespons shortening, one-half cup 
sugar, yolk of one egg, one-half 
cup milk, one cup flour, two tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
cloves, one-half teaspoon allspice, 
one teaspoon cinnamon and six tea- 
spons cocoa. 

Cream shortening: add sugar 
slowly; add egg yolk and mix well. 
Mix in milk; add flour. baking 
powder, salt, spices and cocoa 
which have been sifted togethér. 
Put this batter by spoonfuls and 
the same amount of white batter 
alternately into greased loaf pan, 
but do not mix. Bake in moderate 
oven about 45 minutes. Cover with 
white icing.

Cut grapes in halves and remove 
seeds. Add mayonnaise and mix 
well. Place spoonful of mixture on 
shredded lettuce, form cream 
cheese into small balls rolling in 
chopped nuts.

SYNOPSIS. 


HILO VANCE was on the

Dry Catarrh | 

RY catarrh is an erroneobs 

and misleading name for 6 

condition which is teehnically 
designated as atrophic rhinitis. - 

Rhinitis means an inflammation 
of the mucous membranes of the 
nose; and the tere atrophic im- 
plies that mucous membranes are 
wasted or destroyed in a in- 
flammatory proces. 

The normal mucous i eateamns 
of the nose are constantly Jathed 
in fluid. In health, this fidic 
(which is a normal seretion) is 
so watery that it continually flows 
back into the throat and is swal- 
lowed with the saliva. . ee 


The fluid normally secreted by 
the nose serves a number of pur- 
poses. One among them is to 
moisten the air passing through 
the nose on the way to the lunge. 


In so-called dry catarrh there is 
a substantial decrease in the 
amount of fluid secreted by the 
mucous membranes. The nose is 
relatively dry and it is frequently 
clogged with a thick jelly-like 
(mucoid) substance. 


In atrophic rhinitis there is not 
enough moisture secreted, and the 
result is that as the air passes 
through the nose it tends to dry 
out the thick jelly-like mucous 
found in the nasal passages, 

In the more aggravated types of 
dry catarrh, crusts forms in thy 
nose, i; 


The absence of the normal se - 
cretions of the nose and the pres- 
ence in their stead of jelly-like 
masses encourages the multiplica- 
tion of the germs that enter the 
nose with the air we breathe. 

The result is that the nose, and 
the air spaces (sinuses) which open 
into it, are more subject to infec - 
tion.
